(a) a 55 kD polypeptide p&& from Neisseria gonorrhoeae, wherein the molecular weight 
of the 55 kD polypeptide is determined by sodium dodecvl sulfate polvacrvlamide gel 
electrophoresis under reducing conditions; or 

(b) a polypeptide comprising the amino acid sequence of SEP ID NO:4, 

whieh in combination with a physiologically acceptable, non-toxic vehicle, wherein the 
amount is effective to immunize a susceptible female patient against gonorrhea^ 
combination with a physiologically acceptabl e , non toxic v e hicle .

21. (Original) The vaccine of claim 15, wherein the polypeptide is expressed from an isolated 
nucleic sequence encoding the polypeptide.
